REGENT OF THE UNITED KINGDOM OF GREAT BRITAIN AND IRELAND, 

IN COUNCIL. 

W E, the Commissioners constituted and appointed by His Majesty’s Royal Commission, bearing date the 
thirtieth day of August one thousand eight hundred and ten, for carrying into execution the Measures 
recommended in the humble Address of the House of Commons to His Majesty, with respect to the State of 
the Public Records of Ireland, and the necessity of providing for the better Arrangement, Preservation, and 
more convenient Use of the same; Whereby We, the said Commissioners, are authorized and empowered to 
nominate and appoint, from time to time, Persons of ability, care and diligence, to act as Secretary and 
Sub-Commissioners, to be employed in methodizing, regulating and digesting the Records, Rolls, Instruments, 

Books and Papers in His Majesty’s several Offices ; and in causing such of said Records as are decayed, and 
in danger of being destroyed, to be bound and secured ; and in making exact Calendars and Indexes thereof ; 
and in superintending the printing of such Calendars and Indexes, and original Records and Papers, as should 
be ordered to be printed ; and to certify unto the Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury for the time being, * 
what would be a fit and suitable recompence to such Secretary and Sub-Commissioners respectively, for their 
pains and services in the execution of the duties required to he by them performed : And We the said 
Commissioners, or any Three or more of us, are further required, on or before the twenty-fifth day of March 
in every year, during the continuance of the said Commission, to certify to His Majesty's Privy Council, 
in the manner therein directed, all and every the several Proceedings of Ourselves and the said Sub-Commis- 
sioners, had by virtue of the said Commission ; together with such other Matters, if any, as might be deserving 
His Majesty’s Royal Consideration, touching or concerning the premises ; — 

DO most humbly beg leave to certify to Your Royal Highness, That We have proceeded on the several Works 
stated in our former Report to Your Royal Highness in Your Privy. Council. And We beg leave most humbly 
to lay before Your Royal Highness the following. State of the Proceedings had in pursuance of the said Commission, 
from the twenty-fifth day of March one thousand eight hundred and fourteen, to the preient time.

STATE of the PROCEEDINGS to 25 March iSt5 — continued. 



AND that, at a former Meeting of the said Commissioners, to wit, on the 8 th day of June 1814, held at 
the house of the Right Honourable the Lord High Chancellor, the Chief Justice reported, pursuant to an 
Order of the last Board, the Answers to the Queries sent up from the Sub-Commissioners on the Statutes; 
whereupon the Board Ordered, That the Answers to said Queries should be communicated by the Secretary 
to the said Sub-Commissioners. 

The Master of the Rolls then stated, That since the last Meeting of the Board, he had visited the Record 
Room of the Rolls Office, attended by the Secretary and the Sub-Commissioners of the Board ; and that he 
had found the several Proceedings under the Commission carrying on with regularity ; and that some 
alterations in the presses and other improvements had been suggested, which have been since carried into effect. 

In the view of facilitating the preparation of the Annual Report from the Board to Your Royal Highness, 
and for more clearly exhibiting the progress of each of the Sub-Commissioners, the Board Ordered, That 
they besides their Monthly Returns and Quarterly Reports, should prepare, immediately after the first of 
March in each year, and previously to their receiving the remaining fifth part of their remuneration, a detailed 
account of their respective individual Proceedings for the year preceding ; and that same, with the Draft of the 
Report to Your Royal Highness, should be laid before the Board by the Secretary at its Annual Meetings. 

That part of the Second G eneral Report which relates to printing an Acta Regia Ilibernica, having been 
read and the Board having taken into consideration Mr. Lodge’s commencement of it, and the various notices 
of State Papers Charters and Antient Documents, mentioned by the several Sub-Commissioners employed
